vided resardins the Icontion of. the water 
works pumping station on blocks S and 'J< 
jnBailroad addition—South Eiferstreet. 
This location is objected to by some, who 
give as thoir principal reasons, that tha 
map3otthe geological survey make it 
doubtful whether artesian water can be 
obtained at thut point; that the park 
around the works cau never be ciado tin 
omament to tne cilyjtnat coal must be 
drawn a IODR distance, and that the water 
must all bo forced up hill. 


The commissioners who favored this 


location eoy that there -was hardly any 
choice in the matter. In the iirst place 
a suitable piece of land could cot be se- 
cured any wherd else in the city at BO low 
a prioe. Tho property near tho river [in 
the third ward was just an good for thu 
purpose [as that which was chosen but 
the price abked for it was livo thousand 
dollars while that of the other is only 
two thousand. 


Thero are many other points to recom- 


mend it. 
1C artesian water is secured it 


is desirable to have it flow to the Hiirtuce 
and as much above as is poHsiblu. Tbo 
well at tho fair grounds shown thut this 
Uow cannot be [secured except ou low 
ground. In all cities where artesian 
wells ire nsod tho wells are sunk in tho 
lowest ground availob!e. Whether or 
not water Uows directly into tho pumps 
makes a difference in the running ex- 
penses oC tho works that would hardly 
bo expected. A very fair example ia fur- 
nished at Bookford and Fond du Lac, 
where the plants are just alike. Tho 
amount oC water pumped is the same in 
both cities and the only difference is 
that in llooktcrd tho water has to be 
drawn np about eight fool before it 
roaches the pumps, while iuFouddti Lao 
it llows direot'jy into tho cylinders ready 
to be forced out through tho pipes. Tho 
reault is seen in the consumption of co»l 
in the two stations, the works at Food 
Uu Lao being done with three quarters 
of a ton oC cosl a day, while nt Kook_
